A FREE COINAUE DEFEAT.

another ropulse in the
pontatives, Last woek the bill
by tho sennte was fuvorably reported to
the house by the committea on colnnge,
wolghts nnd measures and ploced on the
calendur, The committee on rules
ngreed to bring in a resolyiion avid
ing that the house should proceed with
the consideration of the measurc oOf
Waeadnesday of this week, This resolu-
tion wna submitted to the house yoster-
day nnd was defeated.

The fatlure of this sccond attampt to
get a froe coinngo bill considerad by the
house will doubtless put anend Lo efforts
in thia diroction at the prescent
While it is unquestionablo that a Inrgo
majority of the democrats in the house
are in favor of such a mensure, those
opposed to it nnd the demoecrats who bo-
leve such logisiation would not, from a
political point of view, ba expedient at
this time, together with the repub-
heans, are strong onough to prevent a
free coinnga bill  being consldered,
There has boon o change of position re-
garding this question on the part of
gome demoernts since the Chieago con-
vention, not as to its merits, but with
regard to the policy of making it an
fasuc nt this time. A numbor of demo-
crats who aoppose free coinnge now aro
prompted entirely by the consideration
of political expediency. Thoy are in
fuvor of the froe and unlimited coinage
of silver, but they believe that it would
be damaging to the party to pass a bill
for this purpose now. There is a con-
siderablo element, composed clieily
representatived from tho enstern states,
who are honestly opposed to the freo
coinnge policy, but thay are largely in
the minority.

The repulse of the demoeratic free
coinnge ndvocates in the house will not
help the party with those who under
stund the situation, Tho fuct remuins
that a majority of the representatives
of the democracy in both the house and
the senunte fuvor free and unlimitod sil-
ver coinngs, and that in this they repre-
sent the sentiment of a large mojority
of the party, On March 24 the house
voted on an order to tnke up the Bland
bill, and it was supported by 150 demo

pnssaed
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erats, 81 voting against ity showing a
democratic majority for free silver of
49, At the same time 67 republicans

voted against tho order and 11 for it,
the republican mnjority against freo
silver being 686, On .July 1 the sennte
passed the Stowart silver hill, the most

radieal free coinage measure ever pre
gented in congress. Thera wera 18
democratic votes for the bill and 7

ngainst it, n demoeratic mnpjority for
frea silver of 11, while thero were 11 re-
publican votes for and 1% aguinst the
bill.

There i3 no possibility of misunder-
standiug the menning of testimony of
this kind, It shows conclusively how
the representatives of the two groat
partics in congrass stand regarding this
most Duportant issue, nond  this muost
be necopted ns showing  the real niti-
tude of the partics, regardlesg of tho
makeshifts of plutforms.  Every bit of
evidenes worthy of consideration shows
that the democracy, as o party, is in
tavor of free silver colnnge, and if it had
the powor would put that policy into
effect in company with free trade.
